The opera of'Hamlet" was about to 
be playpfl jkjf the,7beatr8 uf Arts, atid 
the acfcottf'had nearly all assprabled, 
when at a quarter past sevan tlxe stage 
curtain caught fire from a gas jot be- 
hind it. The fire speedily oxtouded 
to all tbo friezes aqd, BOMes, a thick 
amoko enveloping ^thopnria stage. A 
train of gunpowder next oariied it to 
the rest of the theatre. The actors, 
includiag a largo number of soldiers 
and choristers, wore dressing in their 
respectiTS rooms when the alarm was 
giTen^.„¥.h§<>atletH were very insufli- 
cient"iand a terrible panic arose among 
the uufortnnato pooplo stiftlfifl by the 
smoke or surrouiuled by the liamea. 
Thoy ruphed to the door, but the tire 
had ponotrated underneath the stair- 
case. The only means ; of escape, 
therefore, if such it could be called, 
was to jump out of windows at the 
height of A fourth or fifth story. The 
people rapidly coUoctod outrtiilo per- 
ceived hands' clinsiiig to the bars of 
those windows, and mattresses were 
hastily sought and placed underneath, 
thus breaking partially the fall of those 
who jumpod down. All but ono of 
tbo singers intrusted with the solos 
were saved, their hoses being on the 
first floor. Madame Preys, learning 
that hor husband was on an upper 
story, could not bo dissuaded from 
going to his help, and she foil among 
the flames. M. (J-uillemot saved many 
of the female singers, and only sue.; 
cfied^d ia's&ving himself %^liinbiiJg 
frorii'dfaia' of 'the windows. Onains of 
men wGrptJgrmedito.tbe ^fleine, and a 
steam fire-engTne wae-also set. to work, 
the garrison aad the civil populatioti 
doing their utmost; but the lire burnt 
on through the night, and it was not 
nastei-ed till noon to-day. The thea- 
tre is totally burnt down, and twelve 
houses surrounding it have been par- 
tially or wholly destroyed. The num- 
ber of victims is not precisely known. 
Of the 35 soldiers belonging the-'I^rti 
Efldiment who were to ligure on the 
scene, the body of cue was found, arid 
seven are injured, two of thein sisribus- 
ly, while the muster roll shows four 
others missing.

ary, 1801, our i)re8ent style and titles 
are "Victoria, by the grace of 0:od of 
the United Kingdom of Great Biitai u 
and Ireland, Queen, defender, of the

God Save the Qoeev. 

The London 'Times' says that the 
plague, which for tho lust two roars 
has ajipearoii now and again in villages 
ou the Lowci- Euphrates, has^ nuw 
brokep out, at Hillah; ahd that ' Some 
'. ases have occurred at Bagi^ad. The 
disoa.so has been absent from Enslnud 
for niorii than IfiO years, and from tbo 
continent of Eiu-opo; aud from its onco 
favorito haunts in Egypt; Syria, aud 
Mesopotamia, for about 40 years. The 
recent outbreaks, however, have kIiowh 
no diminution of the old virulence, and 
there can bo little doubt, when the 
present slate of commercial comunmi- 
catiou is copsidoted, ^hat the malady 
will soon be conveyed from Bagdad to 
the Levant. Frotn the Levant it might 
easily pass to Europe and even to our 
own ^jhor('.^. Fortunately, tho un- 
healthy (londilions of living by which 
l)la;4Uo w'as once fostered among our- 
Hiilves no longer exist; and partly from 
the ch- nges io this respect, partly by 
reason of the powers now vested in lo- 
cal sanitary authorities, there is every 
reason to believe that any importation 
of the disease into England would ho 
speedily controlled and kept within 
narrow limits. There can be no doubt, 
however, that it is the duty of tho 
sanitary authorities, especially in sea- 
poi t towns, to be fully prepared for 
uuy omorgeiicy which may ai-iao, aud 
to consider before hand tho precau- 
tions which would bo required if any 
cnao of plague should he brought with- 
in their jurispiction.
